Smith was born on April 30, 1989. At age six, he 
required a pacemaker to help regulate his heartbeat, but 
still had all the rough-and-tumble dreams of any young 
boy. He joined Boyne Area 4-H Hockey at age 10, and 
after experiencing knee pain during his first season, Smith 
received a devastating diagnosis - cancer — in April 1999. 

According to Smith, he understood the gravity of the 
word “cancer” when he heard it for the first time, and he 
knew it was serious. The doctors had found a tumor on 
his right kneecap and amputation was necessary, although 
it was required well above the kneecap to help prevent

Smith recalls his stay in the hospital lasting approxi- 
mately three weeks. After that, he started a one-year 
treatment of chemotherapy at De Voss Hospital in Grand 


The road to recovery has been a long one, marred by a 
diagnosis of lung cancer last year and the subsequent 
removal of about three quarters of his left lung. Now ona 
schedule of being examined every six months, Smith is in 
remission and has been so for about a year — he refers to 


it as being “cancer-free.” 

The medical trials his young life has thrown at him 
haven't stopped Smith, however, from doing what kids 
do. Smith works hard in school, currently holding a 3.0

A snowplow train derailed twice on Feb. 18 — 
once in Mancelona and then again in Boyne Falls, 
railroad officials said.

The World of Wood exhibit at the Jordan 
River Art Center will feature a number of 
local artists, among them Edward 
Swoboda, whose work,-a collection of 
animated wooden puppets handcarved 
around 1920, will bring a touch of north- 
ern Michigan’s past to the event. 

Swoboda lived on a farm about 10 miles 
east of East Jordan off M-32, on what is 
now March Road, about a quarter mile 
south of the little red school house. His 
collection is maintained by his grandson, 
Joe Swoboda, of Plainwell. 

“Grandpa had only a third-grade 
education but was obviously very intelli- 
gent and mechanically minded,” Joe said. 


“If one looks closely one can see the long 
crankshafts that make the figures move, 
also belts and pulleys, gears of different 
sizes, even bevel gears at one point.” 

All of the pieces were made with hand 
tools of the day as well as Swoboda’s 
jackknife, which he used to carve the 
various figures. The carvings depict life as 
he knew it on the farm, with activities 
including pumping water. churning butter, 
axe sharpening. horse shoeing, livestock 
butchering, sawing firewood, dancing. and 
the goodnight kiss “after the dance.” 

“In the early 1900s the small family 
farm was a way of life in most of Michi- 
gan,” Joe said. “Many of today’s young 


people wouldn*t recognize some of the 
chores necessary to keep those farms 
going in times gone by.” 

Swoboda’s puppets, as well as the work 
of eight other area artists, will be on 
exhibit at the Jordan River Art Center 
with an exhibit to open Sunday, Feb. 29, 
and run through March 27. 

The center is open daily from 1-4 p.m. 
with special times by appotntment. The 
art center is located at 30] Main St.. East 
Jordan.

In celebration of Sports IIlustrated’s 50 years of 
publishing, the magazine has highlighted the best 
athletes and sports moments from all 50 states. 

And of course, that brings up a good debate — who is 
the best athlete ever born in the State of Michigan? 

SI’s pick was “The Brown Bomber,” Joe Louis. 

Well it’s hard to argue with that pick. Louis first won 
heavyweight gold in 1937 and defended his title in 25 
consecutive bouts. Twenty of those resulted in knock- 
outs, His crowning moment probably came in 1938 
when he knocked out German Max Schmeling in the 
first round of their rematch. The bout was during the 
height of Nazi expansion and Louis’ win was momen- 
tous not only for an athletic achievement but also as a 
social achievement. 

But I think only my grandparents would have recollec- 
tion of Louis dominating in the ring. 

So here’s my deal. I’m going to pick the best athlete 
from Michigan that has starred in my lifetime (my 
birthdate is 1980). And granted, there have been plenty 
of notable names to pick from in that span of 23 years. 

And while I’m at it, I'll take my crack at the best 
sports moment in the state, the best imported athlete, the 
best coach, best team, and most hated rival. 


BEST MICHIGAN-BORN ATHLETE; Earvin 
“Magic” Johnson. I was only a glimmer in my parents 
eye when he guided Michigan State to its famed NCAA 
Championship over the Larry Bird-led Indiana State 
Sycamores in 1979, But Magic went on to revolutionize 
the point guard position and led the Los Angeles Lakers 
to four NBA Championships in the 80s. 

He will forever be known as Lansing’s native son, for 
his affectionate smile, and the man who, more than 
anyone else in America, gave us new insight and 
awareness on HIV and AIDS. 

BEST SPORTS MOMENT: I'll have to go with the 
Red Wings handing Vladimir Konstantinov the Stanley 
Cup at center ice in 1998 after he was nearly killed in a 
limo accident following the Wings Stanley Cup victory 
the previous season. 

Hope can be a term used so frequently in sports, and in 
no greater way did this moment exemplify it perfectly. 

BEST NON-NATIVE ATHLETE: Barry Sanders. 
He will be in the next class enshrined in the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame and although Barry never would admit it 
himself, he was the greatest running back in National 
Football League history. 

Better than Walter Payton? Jim Brown? Emmitt 
Smith? 

Yes, yes and yes, 

Sanders was astounding. He was breathtaking. He had 
moves that a double-jointed circus star would be amazed 
at. And although he was the lone bright spot on so many 
average Detroit Lions’ teams, he never brought attention 
to himself. Case in point ~ after he scored al! of his 
touchdowns, he would simply toss the ball to the referee, 
No need to imitate Deion Sanders. 

It’s too bad he went out the way he did. Much of 
Sanders’ demeanour was mysterious and the way he 
handled his all-too-brief retirement, with the career NFL 
rushing record probably only.a year away from his grasp, 
was a mystery to many Lions fans. And it also angered 
many as well.

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Born on June 6, 1913 in Grand Marais, Glaza moved 
with his family to Boyne City in 1914 and to Grand Rap- 
ids in 1929, Glaza graduated from high school in 1931 
and attended Grand Rapids Junior College 
for 2 1/2 years, going to work for J.G. 
Daverman Co. in July 1939 as chief sur- 
veying engineer in the construction of elec- 
trical distribution lines. 

Glaza was inducted and entered into the 
Army on Jan. 23, 1941 in Kalamazoo and 
following basic training was assigned to 
Headquarter Company, 7th Engineer Bat- 
talion, 5th Infantry Division. He drove 
heavy trucks for a year, attaining the rank 
of Private First Class, 

Glaza departed the USA on April 30, 
1942 and arrived in the European Theater 
of Operations May 11, 1942. There, he 
served as a construction foreman during 
battles and campaigns in Normandy, north- 
ern France, Ardennes, Rhineland and Central Europe. 

On June 24, 1945 he departed the European Theater of 
Operations and arrived in the USA on June 29, 1945. 

Glaza was honorably discharged on July 4, 1945 at Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., having attained the rank of Master Sergeant.
